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Dear Tom, 

I wish to coment on some statements expressed In your 
article, "The Prangals - Anglais Split ... at Laurentian." 

You have brought into the open the pro-French slant of 
the Lambda. Considering that this paper, .published for and 
governed by the students, should express the spirit and ideology 
of both elements which make up the student body at Laurentian 
University, I must share your opinion that Lambda does not 
fulfill its function entirely in serving the English and French 
speaking students equally well. But I dare . not say that the 
"Stuff of 'Lambda* is pro-Francais, always has been and will 
certainly try to maintain this attitude in years to come. 

I sincerely think that, If the paper does not satisfy the 
demands of the English students, if it appears to be Pro-French, 
they alone are to blame. You have underlined the fact that the 
percentage of French students enrolled In the straight French 
course is only 23.60/0. Curiously enough, this smaQ minority 
doubles the English production of articles. And I must add 
that the quality of French articles is on the whole superior to 
the quality of the English ones. Are there any valid reasons 
why the majority group, representing 76% of the students, could 
not take up its responsibilities? At the present time, such 
articles are scarcely to be found in the publication office of 
Lambda. 

In your protests, you defend this scarcity of out-spoken 
English students who fear to voice their opinions by saying that 
"a number of English articles submitted are not published in 
full or are slightly altered to suit the paper." I would like to 
point out -that the tampering with French and English articles 
has caused alarm throughout -the student body of both elements. 
I do not find it a valid reason to refuse to submit articles In 
the future. It is certainly a "childish" attitude to take. Have 
English-speaking students not enough Initiative to stand up 

as future journalists f and starve the intellectual common;; market 
of Laurentian University? (I must exclude one English; student 
who has protested the alteration of her article, congratulations!) 
It is not by shrinking into the background, groaning about your 
mistreatments that this desired unity you speak of will be 
realized. Are the French students to blame if they take advantage 
of the empty pages? As a result of such -lack of co-operation 
on the part of the English students. Lambda appears to be 
pro-French. 

A further point I wish to comment on is the reference to 
the French as belonging to a "Sub-Culture". I would like to 
remind you that a superior race docs not exist in Canada. 
Though the French are a minority, it does not classify them as 
having an Inferior culture. According to the act of Confederation, 
the French -Canadian (enjoys the pame /privileges as the English 
Canadian land (according to the Laurentian Constitution, the 
French students at Laurentian (have the same right. There Is 
no question about -their right to demand bilingual student cards. 

The question that I find most paradoxical in your article is, 
"Do the French agitators at Laurentian fall to realize that their 
cause Is not only hopeless but also fruitless?" Examination of 
posts filled by Laurentian students show that 15 of the total 
33 are flHed by French students. Surely the 18 positions held 
by English students (plus the 4 that remain vacant) are hardly 
representative of -the majority they so -proudly maintain. Obviously 
the French minority is being -made to bear the heavy adminis- 
trative burden that the English majority Is either too lax or 
incapable of shouldering. Do the labels "agitators" or "fruitless" 
describe or do justice to the laboring French? 

You seem to hold the opinion that "Pro-French". feeling has 
to die out." Strangely enough, this same "Pro-French" sentiment 
is the only expression of life which can be sensed at Laurentian. 
The inertia evinced on the .part of the English secUon is ample 
proof that if anything is on the verge of dying, it is not the 
French language. Apathy and lack of co-operation reign supreme 
when it comes to participation In student activities. The English 
play, to be staged this term, is a perfect example. Due to lack 
of concern, a cast could not be recruited from the talented ranks 
of Laurentlan's students. Where was the 76%? 

Furthermore, you state that the French are "madly trying 
to fight assimilation." I would say that they are "madly working 
to meet the demands imposed on them by various quarters. In 
fulfilling their duties, they integrate into the ranks of the 
English-speaking students without losing their identity. (President 
of Laurentian, Of the Drama Club, of the Curling Club, and 
Editor of Lambda— just to mention a few). 

Getting back to Lambda, you dare ask, "why is no more 
of the paper in English7" Must you be reminded; that, because 
we live in a Democracy, we enjoy freedom of press. Consequently, 
we are at complete liberty to present English articles in the 
Lambda. I, personally, would relish at the prospect of picking 
up the next issue of Lambda and finding it representative' of 
both elements. This can only -be realized if the English student

aim is that* a University is a place where free minds seek knowledge for the sake of knowledge; 

This implies the development of the students' potentialities— moral, spiritual, physical, cultural. 
And it is precisely :here that the SGA enters the picture. The role of the SGA is to harness the 
energy of the student body to further that aim. There is no question of us seeking privileges; 
It is the right, indeed the duty, of the SGA to further these aims laid down in the Calendar itself 
(page 47). In athletics, student journalism, literary societies, social clubs and all other such 
organizations, it is the students who mutft formulate the principle underlying these activities. To 
allow these crucial areas of thought and action to be handled by the administration would be 
to divorce ourselves from the real meaning of a University. Surely if the University Is the 
citadel of freedom hi all countries, the inhabitants of that citadel onust exercise their freedom. 
What I am proposing is responsible and ^enlightened student government; an enlightened admin- 
istration will welcome firm and clear-sighted student judgement 

AU of this, some will object, Is mere theory— theory td which all the .candidates would 
agree. What, specifically, you may ask do I have to offer? What I offer is a program incorporating 
three toport a nt-concepts^-coKyp e ia Uon , organizati on,- vindication. *r 



Let me speak of co-operation first because it is the most important matter. The SGA, on 
a practical level, represents your views, airs your complaints, initiates the programs you want. 
But there is a dual responsibility here— you, the student, must make known your views, air 
your 'beefs', point out what you want done. It is the duty of an efficient SGA to act on these 
wishes. This year, unfortunately, we had a- number of problems; next year I believe we can 
prevent similar problems by having the Council deal with compllaints and then advise the stu- 
dents of what. has been done. This is co-operation at one level. 

But there is another, and perhaps more important level, for it has to do with the rela- 
tionship between the various colleges. To foster understanding, Increase social exchanges, dev- 
alop friendship, I propose that the Presidents of the College Councils attend the SGA meetings. 
Co-operation, then, is a threefold concept linking the indfvldual student, the individual colleges, 
and the SGA in a harmonious unit This is, if you like, a University Trinity. 

My second point— organization. If the SGA is to function efficiently it must have a consti- 
tution approved and ratified by the Board of Governors. There is little point in trying to get 
results if we are acting in a constitutional vacuum. As long as we continue in this constitutional 
vacuum, problems will recur before the various comltlees precisely because we have no ratified 
constitution, no charter, delineating the exact rights and privileges of students. I will press 
vlgourousiy to have our Constitution approved and ratified by the Board of Governors. 

My final point: Vindication of Student rights. By this I mean that we need a Declaration 
of Student Rights Incorporating the following: 

Right to Responsible Government 

Right to air opinions on controversial matters 

Right of trial by Student tribunal 

Right to administer student finances 

You have heard my ideas, you have heard my program. 1 believe that 1 can make a reality 
of these ideas, that I can help you; that is why 1 am standing for President of tha SGA and 
why you must ponder carefuHy your choice of the person to fill this most important post
